Five-year-old dies and family injured after motorcycle collision 


A FIVE year old girl has died from her in¬ 
juries after a collision with three motor¬ 
cycles in Weymouth, which also 
seriously injured her grandmother and 
two sisters. 

The incident occurred on Sunday as 
they tried to cross Weymouth Way be¬ 
tween Southill and Swannery Bridge. 

The grandmother and the five year 
old were airlifted to hospital in 


Southampton, while her two sisters, 
aged six and ten were taken to Dorset 
County Hospital in Dorchester. 

Inspector Matt Butler said the five- 
year-old girl later died from her injuries 
while her grandmother remains in a 
critical condition and her two sisters are 
in a stable condition. 

He continued: "The family are being 
supported by a trained family liaison of¬ 


ficer and an investigation team from 
Dorset Police traffic unit is interviewing 
witnesses and examining forensic evi¬ 
dence to determine exactly how the 
collision happened. 

"We are very grateful to all of the 
members of the public who stopped to 
help at the scene." 

The three motorcycles were carrying 
five people, all from the Weymouth 


area. The riders suffered slight injuries 
and shock. 

A section of the A354 was closed for 
several hours while police carried out 
investigations into the incident.

DARTH Vader will stalk 
the seafront when a large 
section is totally closed to 
traffic so organisers can 
use the space to stage five 
hours of non-stop fun for 
Weymouth Carnival.

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MAGIC Drum provides drumming workshops 
and rhythm-based training for school, commu¬ 
nity and corporate clients across the South of 
England. 

The magic drum concept was conjured up by 
Dorchester born Ralph Cree and co-founder Glyn 
Bush. Both are skilled workshop facilitators with 
a wealth of experience as teachers and profes¬ 
sional musicians, with expert knowledge of 
Samba, Brazilian and African rhythms and the 
music of Cuba and Jamaica. 

Here Ralph tells us all about drumming and ex¬ 
plains what's so"magic"about group drumming. 

Ralph is 34-years-old and lives in Owermoigne 
with his partner Dizzi Dulcimer and their dog Jeff. 

Magic drum are available to do workshops with 
your group or organisation and the Magic Drum 
Orchestra is available to perform at events. 


■ HOW did you come across drumming? 

When I was five I learned piano at school, but I went off 
it quite quickly. I didn’t do any music again until I was 
13-years-old when my school were offering a terms free 
tuition for any instrument and my parents said I should 
take the opportunity. I chose the rock drums and loved it 
straight away. When I was 161 was drummer in my first 
band which was called Bunga and included Chris Martin 
from Coldplay. 

■ HOW did you come to be good at so many styles 
of drumming? 

My first teacher was a military drummer, which was a 
good starting point. Then I went travelling throughout 
India and South East Asia and came across lots of differ¬ 
ent cultural drumming styles. When I went to university 
in London to study World Music and Religion I became 
familiar with even more drumming styles such as 
African, Cuban and Brazilian Samba drumming. 

■ HOW did Magic Drum come into being? 

When I finished university I moved back to Dorset where 
I bumped into Glyn Bush who had started a band called 
“Lightning Head”. He recruited me to play percussion 
and part of that included Brazilian Samba drumming. The 
band lasted about year and then Glyn and I decided we’d 
start teaching Samba drumming. That was back in 2004. 
So, we went on an Arthur Hull training weekend. Arthur 
is like the Grandaddy of the Drum Circle movement. The 
course we did was on drum circle facilitation which is 
about informal, in the moment drumming - like jamming 



with drums. The facilitator acts like a conductor so it’s 
not just a free for all. Everyone’s improvising so the fa¬ 
cilitator orchestrates it so it’s not complete chaos. The 
music just starts happening. 

■ AND how have things moved on since then? 

We got hooked on the idea of using drumming as a way 
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to build communities. We started doing dmm circle work¬ 
shops at Dorchester Arts Centre once a month and that’s 
when we really became Magic Drum. I bought a load of 
African and Brazilian drums and percussion, and did our 
first drum circle and 75 people showed up - all ages, from 
toddlers to people in their 80s. We still do those work¬ 
shops but only four times a year now because other things 
have also taken off. Now I teach drums in schools and do 
corporate and team building workshops for all sorts of 
businesses, organisations and community groups. I also 
teach music technology and do a small amount of paid 
performing. 

■ TELL us about the performance section of Magic 
Drum? 

The Magic Drum Orchestra is a 20 piece professional 
Samba band. This summer we are already booked to play 
at the Larmer Tree festival in Dorset and at “Cloud 
Cuckoo Land” which is held near Cheddar in Somerset. 
We have played at Big Chill, Camp Bestival and lots of 
local festivals and we also do workshops. 

■ WHAT is so "magic" about drumming? 

Lrom my experience of group drumming I can honestly 
say that if I’ve had a hard day and then do a couple of 
hours of drumming then it makes me feel very alive. 
There’s loads of research to show the link between well¬ 
ness and drumming; it boosts the immune system, re¬ 
lieves stress.. .group drumming that is. 

■ WHAT do you say to people who think they have 
got no rhythm? 

I have never met anyone with no rhythm. We work with 
people who may feel sheepish about trying or have never 
played an instrument before but within five minutes we 
have them playing and smiling. It’s never not happened. 

■ WHICH three people special people would you 
like to do a drum circle with? 

Arthur Hull - he gave me probably the best drumming 
jam I’ve ever had and he’s very entertaining. Then I’d in¬ 
clude Giovanni Hidalgo who is the best conga player in 
the world. And then my partner Dizzi Dulcimer who plays 
hammer dulcimer and is also a drummer. We’d be a good 
band.

Appeal lost but town green 
campaigners vow to fight on 


DEFIANT campaigners 
are battling to launch a 
fresh challenge to save 
town green status for the 
Markham and Little Fran¬ 
cis area in Weymouth. 

They lost their latest Ap¬ 
peal Court challenge and 
judges at the same court 
have now refused them 
permission to appeal their 
decision. 

The 42 acres of “green 
lung” land was registered 
by Dorset County Council 
as a Town Green in 2001, 
but in 2005 Betterment 
(Weymouth) Properties 
bought it and started pro¬ 
ceedings through the 
courts to remove the regis¬ 
tration. 

A 2010 High Court hear¬ 
ing found in favour of Bet¬ 
terment Properties, but the 
Society for the Protection 
of Markham and Little 
Francis challenged this rul¬ 
ing in the Appeal Court in 
February. 

The case was heard be¬ 
fore three judges and was 
joined with a Town Green 
in Huddersfield which was 
appealing on similar 
grounds. 

The Huddersfield com¬ 
munity won its case and re¬ 
tained its Town Green 
registration but the society 
lost although neither case 
saw all three judges in full 
agreement. 

But society chairman Gill 
Taylor pledged to continue 
the fight and said: “We still 
have the option of appeal¬ 
ing directly to the Supreme 
Court for leave to appeal 
the Appeal Court ruling 
and we are currently look¬ 
ing into that. 

“We have a month to 
lodge this appeal and our

barristers and solicitors are 
currently again working 
for us pro bono or free of 
charge for the public 
good.” 

The society has been 
backed by the local com¬ 
munity and by a number of 
organisations including the 
Open Spaces Society, The 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England and the Wyke 
Protection Society. 

Mrs Taylor said: “We are 
extremely disappointed at 
the court’s decision and we 
know the users and sup¬ 
porters of the green will 
feel the same. 

“We were told at the end of 
the hearing that the case 
was very finely balanced 
so we were prepared for 
the decision to go either 
way. However this is not 
the end of the case. 

“The advice we were given 
was that there are a number 
of areas on the decision 
that can be challenged, es¬ 
pecially as the court found 
against the landowner in 
the Huddersfield town 
green.” 

If the status of the town 
green is removed it will 
mean that the public will 
not be legally permitted to 


use the land for recre¬ 
ational purposes. 

The land remains outside 
the local authority devel¬ 
opment boundary so hous¬ 
ing development on the

land will not currently be 
permitted by Weymouth 
and Portland council. 

A spokesman said the 
Open Spaces Society was 
“disappointed” at the deci¬ 
sion, adding: “The judges 
determined that the land 
was wrongly registered as 
a green. It will be re¬ 


moved from the register, 
leaving it vulnerable to de¬ 
velopment, and local peo¬ 
ple will lose their right to 
use it for lawful sports and 
pastimes. 

Society case officer Nicola 
Hodgson said: “We are 
dismayed at this outcome 
for Markham and Little 


Francis Green and for the 
local community who have 
for many years enjoyed 
this green lung on the edge 
of the town. 

“If left unchallenged, this 
case poses a threat to the 
many greens which were 
registered under the Com¬ 
mons Registration Act 
1965.”

Wanderer walks season begins 


DORSET | A GUIDE to the season's walk 
from railway stations along the Wey¬ 
mouth to Bristol rail line is now avail¬ 
able. 

The free, guided walks, are run from 
various stations along the route from 
May to October. 

Route lengths vary from three miles 
upwards, with the majority around 
eight to nine miles. 

The first of the walks will be on Satur¬ 
day, May 19th in the Bristol area with 
the first Dorset walk on Wednesday, 
May 23rd, with a 9.5 mile route which 
starts from the West station with the ar¬ 
rival of the 10.48am train. 

Leaders Val Ingram and Sue Frizzle will 
take the group on an out and back 


route to Came Park, West Stafford, 
Lewell Mill, Norris Mill and Lower Bock- 
hampton, returning in plenty of time for 
the 17.43pm train from Dorchester 
West.

PHIL PACKER MBE brought his Brit 
2012 Challenge to the town last week 
when a large group of students from 
Weymouth College joined him for eight 
miles of his journey. 

Mr Packer is a former major in the 
army who suffered severe spinal cord 
injuries while on active service in Iraq. 
As part of his recovery he set himself 
physical challenges, one of which was 
to complete the London Marathon over 
13 days, raising money for Help for He¬ 
roes. 

In 2011 Mr Packer decided to dedicate 
his charitable activities to young people. 
He founded the British Inspiration Tmst 
(BRIT) to support and help young peo¬ 
ple facing adversity to regain self- 
worth, self-belief and self-confidence 
and with the ultimate aim of building a 
Centre of Inspirational Excellence for 
Young People. 

Mr Packer’s BRIT 2012 Challenge 
will see him complete an epic 2,012 
mile walk. When he reached Weymouth 
last week he had completed 323 miles 
with 1,689 still to go. 

The walk is to raise awareness of the 
trust; to meet and inspire young people 
facing physical and mental adversity, 
deprivation, medical conditions, injury 
and also young carers; to enthuse 
schools colleges and universities to 
show their support for the project and to 
raise £15 million to build the centre of 
excellence that will help young people 


to reshape their lives. 

Walking 2,012 miles throughout 2012 
is an enormous challenge for Mr 
Packer. 

Dr Angela Gall, the Spinal Injury Re¬ 
habilitation Consultant and the London 
Spinal Injury Centre said: “The energy 
Phil uses when walking is three to four 
times that of someone without a spinal 
cord injury. This means that walking for 
Phil is very effortful; he uses a lot of en¬ 
ergy and puts additional stress on his 
musculoskeletal system. Eight to 10 
miles a day is a fantastic achievement 
and will require a great deal of effort 
and determination. Phil is walking an 
equivalent of a marathon-distance effort 
a day.” 

Mr Packer said: “This is about pro¬ 
viding a physical legacy for our young 
people who face their darkest times and 
in a very special year including Her 
Majesty the Queen’s Jubilee Year and 
London 2012. I hope that 2,012 busi¬ 
nesses will show their support for our 
young people who face adversity by 
creating a Centre of Inspiration to¬ 
gether. I also hope to involve young 
people throughout the year and encour¬ 
age teams to help charities within their 
communities.”

Do we want Buxton memorial? 

THERE has been a lot in the View recently about the 
pineapple ornaments. The county council environ¬ 
ment director, Miles Butler, has been quoted as say¬ 
ing "siting the pineapples and their plinths on the 
relief road would create a traffic hazard". 

However, plans to erect a "Buxton" memorial on 
the Manor roundabout have been approved, not in 
a debate by a council committee but by powers del¬ 
egated to a planning officer. 

This memorial is about 4 metres high (about twice 
the height of the pineapples) and will be sited in the 
middle of the road, not at the side. 

As advised by the planning department of W&PB 
Council in January my associates and I were recom¬ 
mended to write formal letters if we wished to ob¬ 
ject. Before we could put pen to paper the 
application had been approved by a council plan¬ 
ning officer, who must have known of the intending 
objectors. 

Thomas Buxton lived about 250 yers ago and was 
partly responsible for the abolition of slavery (mind 
you slavery still exists in some parts of the world). 

Do we really want another memorial to this ob¬ 
scure man? Do we want it stuck on a roundabout 
four metres high and creating a traffic hazard?There 
is a Buxton Memorial Society, probably less than a 
hundred strong who do. But why should their traffic 
hazard views be forced upon tens of thousands of 
residents and even more visitors. And to plan it to 
coincide with the Olympics really beggars belief. 

I call upon the planning authority to think again 
and cancel the approval for this unnecessary and 
dangerous blight on the enviroment. There are 
many better sites locally, if indeed the memorial 
must be erected. 

The Weymouth and Portland Residents'Associa¬ 
tion is unanimously opposed to erecting this, or any 
memorial on any roundabout.

Farmer can carry on camping

PLANNERS have told a 
farmer to carry on camp¬ 
ing after they removed a 
restriction on how long his 
field could be used. 

Kevin Flower plans to 
invest at least £100,000 on 
the new campsite at 
Higher Moor Farm off 
Nottington Lane in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

He told a meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland 
planning and traffic com¬ 
mittee that such a big in¬ 
vestment meant he would 
borrow the money from a 
bank and he was worried 
that current approval for 
the site contained a one- 
year restriction after 
which he’d need to reap¬ 
ply for permission. 

Mr Flower said he 
planned to provide “a 
great value family farm 
camping experience” with 
the field going back to 
sheep grazing in winter. 

There would be a lot of 
investment needed, he 
said, including more than 
£34,000 to increase elec¬ 
tricity supply to run show¬ 
ers, but he supported the 
project as part of his 
farm’s diversification. 

Councillor Peter Farrell 
backed Mr Flower’s re¬ 
quest and said: “It is un¬ 
reasonable to put this 
condition on. I don’t see 


what is gained by it and I 
think we should remove 
it.” 


Councillor Margaret 
Leicester agreed and said: 
“If you want people to put 


up a decent campsite then 
money has got to be in¬ 
vested and I am all in 
favour of this.” 

Councillor Ray Banham 
and Councillor Anne Ken¬ 
wood both said investment 


required time to be re¬ 
couped and that the camp¬ 
site would attract tourism. 

Chairman Councillor 
Mark Tewkesbury said: 
“There is a need for good 
value campsites in Wey¬ 


mouth with proper toilets 
and proper showers.” 

The meeting then ap¬ 
proved the development 
but without the restrictive 
time condition. 


Moving on accommodation for refuge 

A STRATEGIC committee has been formed to 
mastermind the future of move on accommo¬ 
dation from West Dorset Women’s Refuge. 

The accommodation, which has now been 
called The Hamlet, provides five flats for fam¬ 
ilies moving from the refuge who still require 
some support before rejoining the community. 

Friends of The Hamlet chairman Mary Wat¬ 
son said: “The community has always been 
very kind to us and shown tremendous support. 

“We now appeal to people to donate as much 
money as they can afford to help us with our 
work. 

“Financial support has never been more im¬ 
portant for us at a time when charity grants and 
budgets are being cut nationally. 

“The Hamlet is a real good news story which 
has been achieved by West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland councils working together 
with two local housing associations.”

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Cafe policy to be 
'fair to all parties' 

COUNCILLORS have agreed a "fair for all" policy for 
street cafes and sitting our areas in Weymouth 
and Portland. 

Community safety spokesman Councillor Geoff 
Petherick told a meeting of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land management committee that the policy cov¬ 
ered everything from leaving a clear path on a 
public highway to clearly marking such sitting 
areas and ensuring that emergency services could 
still gain access. 

Other guidelines covered the spacing of chairs 
and tables, barriers round such sitting out areas, 
hygiene, amenity and public health. 

Mr Petherick told colleagues that the policy they 
were being asked to back was "fair to all parties", 
but Councillor Kate Wheller said she could foresee 
a lot of licence applications to vary the permitted 
8am-11 pm period after which tables and chairs 
had to be brought in. 

She said there would be "a huge number of peo¬ 
ple asking for variation" but licensing manager 
Sue Moore reassured members and said that not 
all such applications would need to go before li¬ 
censing committee colleagues because many of 
the proposed changes could be dealt with at offi¬ 
cer level. 

Councillor Christine James said a lot of licensees 
were not happy with the policy, but chairman 
Councillor Mike Goodman said: "This policy is a 
balance not just of the rights and wishes of the 
people who trade but of the people who live there 
as well. It is always a difficult balance to achieve. 

"If traders don't want to comply with the basic 
requirements and feel they should be allowed to 
continue later then I am sure they will contact us. 
It is up to them to do so."

Parking consultation 

TWO hour parking could be brought in outside a doc¬ 
tor's surgery so elderly patients can receive any ex¬ 
tended diagnosis or care they need. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland management 
committee was told that the Preston Road surgery's 
situation was difficult one with limited parking often 
needed by staff who were constantly in and out of the 
site. 

Preston ward councillor David Mannings appealed 
to members to make that stretch of road a special 
case and allow two hours waiting instead of the usual 
one. 

He explained that 60 per cent of Preston's popula¬ 
tion was over the age of 60 and needed to use a car 
to get to the surgery which drew patients from as far 
afield as Littlemoor, Osmington and Chickerell. 

Surgery manager Sandra Maddison said they got 
226 signatures in just one week for a petition in sup¬ 
port of two hours permitted parking. 

She added that two hours was often needed be¬ 
cause a high percentage of patients "have consider¬ 
able health needs" and the surgery tried to deal with 
as many of those needs as it could in one go, so pa¬ 
tient stays were often longer than expected especially 
if an emergency cropped up. 

She concluded: "We believe two-hour parking 
would benefit our patients greatly." 

Not everyone agreed and transport spokesman 
Councillor Christine James said she was worried it 
might set a precedent because other surgeries might 
require the same for their patients. 

But Mr Mannings'fellow Preston councillor, Peter 
Chapman, disagreed and said it was a decision based 
on an individual case where there were "particular cir¬ 
cumstances which are important to take into ac¬ 
count". 

The meeting then agreed that two hour waiting for 
a section of Preston Road and one hour waiting meas¬ 
ures for a variety of other sites should be advertised 
for public comment or objection. 

A delighted Mr Mannings said after the meeting: "I 
am very pleased and all the elderly patients using this 
surgery will be as well.

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Beware this scam 

FRAUDSTERS are pretending to be police officers or 
bank officials so they can target credit and debit card 
holders in Weymouth and Portland. 

Dorset Police said that the card fraud telephone 
scam message is becoming more widespread. 

A spokesman said: "Fraudsters are ringing people 
claiming to be from banks or the Police, saying that 
fraudulent card payments have been spotted or that 
cards need replacing. 

"A courier is then sent to collect the victim's card 
along with the pin number and money is conse¬ 
quently removed from the victims account. 

"Please remember this advice. Your bank or the Po¬ 
lice will never ring you and tell you that they are com¬ 
ing to your home to pick up your card, so never hand 
it over to anyone who comes to collect it. 

"Your bank will never ask you to authorise anything 
by entering your PIN number into the telephone. 

"If you think you have been the victim of a fraud or 
scam of this nature you should call your bank or card 
company immediately."

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Community run libraries a step closer 


DORSET | COMMUNITY run library services in 
Dorset are one step closer to reality. 

Seven communities have now submitted business 
plans to take over future running of the local library 
service with support from Dorset County Council. 

Cabinet members approved the latest proposals and 
the finer details of the plans will now be developed to 
allow for a handover of control in September this year. 

The seven community libraries include Chickerell, 
Puddletown, Wool, Burton Bradstock, Charmouth, 
Colehill and Stalbridge and, if plans progress, they will 
be fully independent and self-governed but supported 
with staffing, books and IT services worth £5,500 each 
year. 

The Cabinet recognised the efforts of local communi¬ 
ties and approved the gift of a freehold or long leasehold 
interest in the library buildings which the county council 
owns. 

They also agreed that the council would continue the 
support on a rolling three-year basis with consideration 
to be given as to whether this could be extended to up 
to five years on a rolling basis. 


A request for additional support from communities re¬ 
garding building maintenance and repairs was dis¬ 
cussed, and the council has agreed to ensure that all the 
buildings are in a reasonable state of repair before han¬ 
dover. 

The council will meet with representatives of all seven 
community libraries and AdLib to discuss plans in more 
detail. 

But it has not been possible to achieve a community- 
led approach for Portland Underhill library which will 
see funding withdrawn and its doors close for the last 
time on April 28th although a mobile library will visit 
on a regular basis. 

Dorset County Council's head of community services 
Paul Leivers, said: “It is very encouraging that seven of 
the community libraries look likely to remain open. We 
look forward to working with them further to develop 
the final details, including support which can be given. 

“We are also looking to discuss and agree any essen¬ 
tial building work required prior to the hand-over to en¬ 
sure buildings are in a reasonable condition within the 
budget available.” 


MP welcomes launch of coastal communities fund 


WEYMOUTH | SOUTH Dorset MP 
Richard Drax has warmly welcomed 
the launch of the new 2012-2013 
Coastal Communities Fund. 

The fund, set up by the Govern¬ 
ment and administered by the Big

£23million available each year for 
projects. 

Capital and revenue grants in ex¬ 
cess of £50,000 will be given to sup¬ 
port the economic development of 
coastal communities by promoting 
sustainable growth and jobs. 

Mr Drax said: “This is exactly what 
we need. It is an opportunity to use 
the unique environment we live in to 
improve all our lives. 


“My understanding is that plans 
which address our local needs and 
priorities, and create enduring bene¬ 
fits for the area will find favour. 

“Coastal communities suffer from 
seasonal slump and anything which 
encourages year-round activity, em¬ 
ployment and prosperity is to be 
warmly welcomed. 

“I urge all eligible organisations in 
South Dorset to apply - and as 
quickly as possible. This is an initia¬ 
tive which is long overdue and we 
should all make the most of it.” 

The Coastal Communities Fund 
asks all applicants to meet one, over¬ 
arching criterion. 

They must show that the changes 


that come about as a result of proj¬ 
ects will use local assets to promote 
growth and jobs. 

Applications from organisations 
and projects which benefit coastal 
communities are welcomed. 

Early round applications end on 
March 25th and the main funding 
round deadline is April 27th, 2012.

View from Westminster 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 



What about the health of our democracy? 


WEST DORSET | SEVERAL recent events have pro¬ 
vided a snapshot into the health of democracy around 
the world. 

‘Super Tuesday’ showcased the fine health of 
democracy in the US, with millions of people across 
10 states voting on the same day for their preferred 
Republican presidential candidate. 

Over the Bering Sea, we can see a somewhat more 
troubled democratic process leading to the re-elec¬ 
tion of Vladimir Putin. 

Meanwhile, across North Africa and the Middle 
East, we see democracy in its infancy as country after 
country is reformed through internal struggle, peo- 
pledesperately wanting the power to elect those that 
govern them. 

Such events lead me to ponder what people in other 
countries must think about the health of our democ¬ 
racy, particularly the current hot topic of our un¬ 
elected second chamber - the House of Lords. 

Do Americans think we suffer from a democratic 
deficit? Do Russians find our criticisms of their sys¬ 
tem somewhat ironic? Would Syrians think it quaint 
to see us concerned about the number of truly elected 
chambers, when they would be delighted to have just 
one? 

There is nothing like a good constitutional im¬ 
broglio to make parliamentarians vociferous. So the 
corridors of Westminster are buzzing with talk about 
the House of Lords - although I suspect the topic is 
of little immediate concern to many of our fellow cit¬ 
izens, who are more preoccupied with jobs, taxes, 
public services and the everyday challenges of life. 

Nevertheless, the structure of our Parliament is 
something that will undoubtedly affect us all over the 
decades, and it does therefore merit real (though not 


obsessive) attention. 

My own views on the subject were formed on one 
particular evening just before the 2001 election. The 
then government was seeking to pass a particular 
law. The bill in question had not managed to get 
through its normal process in the House of Commons 
in time for it to be brought into law before the elec¬ 
tion. 

A procedural wrangle ensued and the government 
whips then found an ingenious solution. A motion 
was proposed and carried - stating that the bill in 
question was deemed to have gone through all its 
stages. 

It was at this point that I realised with a slightly 
sickening thud that it was at least theoretically pos¬ 
sible for a government that commanded a majority 
in the House of Commons to pass a motion on the 
day after a general election which would make it un¬ 
necessary for the House of Commons to do anything 
further during the remainder of the Parliament, sim¬ 
ply by deeming that everything the government put 
before the House of Commons had gone through its 
various stages and had been approved without 
amendment. 

Of course, in a country with a written constitution, 
this would not be possible. But we don’t have a writ¬ 
ten constitution and, in the absence of such a consti¬ 
tutional check, my own view is that we do need a 
second chamber that feels sufficiently self-confident 
to place a real check on the power of the executive 
(and hence on the power of the House of Commons). 

In a democratic age, I don’t personally believe that 
the second chamber will ever have that kind of self- 
confidence until it has at least a substantial propor¬ 
tion of elected members.

The Commissioners will have the power to appoint 
the Chief Constable and set budgets and budget pri¬ 
orities. To stand candidates have to pay a deposit of 
£5,000 and get 100 people to sign their nomination 
form.

DORSET'S favourite AsOne Theatre Company is preparing to tell another very 
special story from the heart of Dorset. Last year this award-winning company's 
touring play centred around Thomas Hardy.This year the theme is Mary Anning, 
Lyme Regis'famous 19th century fossil hunter. Struck by lightning as a baby, 
Mary Anning went on to rock the world of men, science and belief. 

A rehearsed reading of this brand new play, The Cabinet Maker's Daughter - 
written by AsOne's associate playwright and director, Peter John Cooper - is 
being held at Dorset County Museum on Friday 23 March.The audience will have 
the opportunity to talk to the play's creative team afterwards, providing valuable 
feedback before the play goes on tour. 

Artistic Director, Jane Mckell said: This amazing, lowly born woman, relatively 
unrecognised, was recently voted third amongst the top 100 international fe¬ 
male scientists. The Cabinet Maker's Daughter is a remarkable Jurassic Coast 
story of early 19th century dinosaur discovery, achievement, sacrifice and love.' 

The choice of theme for the company's new play was the result of a chance en¬ 
counter with Tracy Chevalier's book Remarkable Creatures at Gatwick Airport. 
Jane read the book on holiday and contacted Tracey immediately on her return. 
After sharing a joint enthusiasm for Mary Anning, Tracey supportively gave 
AsOne the rights to adapt her book. However an Australian Film Company con¬ 
sequently bought the rights and, much to the author's disappointment, would 
not allow AsOne to adapt the book as a play to tour during the Cultural 
Olympiad. At this point their film is yet to be made but AsOne now has a very 
different Gothic story about Mary Anning, written and directed by a top play¬ 
wright looking at the truly exceptional woman behind the fossils. 

In the play it is 1846, and the little town of Lyme Regis is battered by howling 
winter-gales. Dying and increasingly dependent on laudanum, Mary Anning em¬ 
barks on a strange dream journey through a life where she challenged the world 
of men and shook their beliefs to the core. She is haunted by hallucinations of 
old friends, enemies and even the dinosaurs she spent her life chiselling out of 
the living rock. Into this world of dreams walks a man she never thought she 
would see again who attempts to find a resolution to their enigmatic relation¬ 
ship. It is a play about life and death, frustration and achievement, dreams and 
memories of long, long ago.

ONCE again students at Kingston Mau- 
rward College are getting dirty for 
charity. 

The Level 3 Extended Diploma in 
Agriculture class of 2012 is staging the 
annual Charity Muckathon on April 
24th and 25th to raise money for the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance. 

The charity attends three or four inci¬ 
dents a day, many of them lifesaving. 
On average 43 people in agriculture 
are killed each year. In 2011 the Air Am¬ 
bulance attended 670 incidents in 
Dorset and Somerset, 7% of these were 
in Dorchester alone. 

The fundraising day comprises of 
muck spreading, ploughing and culti¬ 
vating three fields totalling 25.8 
hectares of the college farm within 24 
hours.

tractors, spreaders and fuel to pressure 
washers and shear bolts. All of the ma¬ 
chinery is kindly being donated for the 
Muckathon event from agricultural 
suppliers, contractors, shops and local 
farmers. 

The students will host a BBQ after the 
event to thank the sponsors, the bar- 
beque has been made in workshop 
practice lessons leading up to the 
Muckathon. 

The college will be hosting regular 
trips over to the fields from the college 
site for spectators to watch, for a small 
donation.

Then when the afternoon lessons were over 
We rushed home again and our friends came to call. 

And Mam, you were always there. 

Pancakes, Easter eggs and Christmas stockings. 

Whatever the season we never missed out. 
Money was short but of love there was plenty. 

You did what you could, though the Lord knows how. 

And Mam, you were always there. 

We had a home that was cosy and warm. 

We also had freedom and guidance. 

We were taught all the things that matter the most, 
Like how to be humble and for others to care.

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, is a fam¬ 
ily friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the river Lym. Under 
the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub has built an excellent local 
reputation for serving up hearty portions of quality home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hungry and 
went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As soon as you walk 
through the front door you are greeted by a warm and friendly atmosphere, with 
very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the winter 
only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, I went up to 
the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of Beef, along with 
Ham andTurkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted for a bit of all three! The beef was cooked to 
absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if you would prefer a slice from 
the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, which as a true red blooded male I 
opted for, and it really was melt in the mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the right, 
and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly enough to 
satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms specialities of Cauliflower 
cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan of either of these vegeta¬ 
bles but let me tell you these variations are both truly delicious, and really make what 
I perceive as quite boring vegetables into something quite vibrant and exciting. 
There was also all the usual trimmings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast 
potatoes, Yorkshire puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more. 

When tucking in to the meal, it really is obvious that what you are eating has been 
sourced locally, as the freshness and quality really does speak for itself. It was an ab¬ 
solute delight, and at £8.95 per adult and £5.50 per child represents excellent value. 
If you have enough room left there is also a fine selection of sweets to choose from, 
including such favourites as treacle tart, and apple crumble. 
However having eaten enough meat and vegetables to feed 
a small family I was absolutely stuffed and couldn't quite 
manage any more! 

It's not just Sunday Lunch that is served at The Talbot, the 
sample menu on the opposite page gives you an idea of 
what you can tuck into throughout the rest of the week.Tues- 
day night in particular is Fish & Chip night, where a take away 
option is also available. 

Steve and Wendy have also knocked down the old skittle 
alley and built five beautifully presented en-suite rooms, 
which are available on a Bed & Breakfast basis, so why not 
make a night of it and stay over? Reservations are advised for 
both the restaurant and the rooms, especially in the busy 
summer months, so give them a call now on 01297 443136 
and see for yourself what the Talbot Arms has to offer.

WEYMOUTH conceded a late goal for the third 
week running and in doing so missed the oppor¬ 
tunity of cementing their league place for next 
season. 

Similarly the victory gave second bottom Hemel 
Hempstead Town a huge chance of avoiding rele¬ 
gation courtesy of Rob Haworth's header just six 
minutes from time. 

After a first-half in which the Terras stuttered, 
providing just a few glimpses of the form that has 
seen them undefeated in four of their last five 
games, the fans were perhaps expecting their side 
to come out after the break fired up by manager 
Brendon King's pep talk.

League title to mark 140th anniversary? 


I COUNTED myself fortunate to have been given 
an invitation to the Weymouth RFC vice-presi¬ 
dents' and sponsors' luncheon where, after a 
plaque had been unveiled to mark the club's 
140th season, by local member of parliament 
Richard Drax before the home side took on Ivel 
Barbarians from Yeovil. 

WEYMOUTH 77 IVEL BARBARIANS 10 

THERE was a discernable breeze blowing diago¬ 
nally across the pitch that threatened to play 
ducks and drakes with the place kickers but, 
other than that, conditions were ideal for open 
rugby, and the home side demonstrated this fact 
throughout the 80 minutes. 

Weymouth faced the breeze initially and got 
off to the best of starts. Their opponents 
knocked on the drop out, Weymouth won the 
ensuing scrummage in midfield, number eight 
picked up and broke.

I thought they had wrapped up the four try 
bonus point after 25 minutes, after out half 
Sheppard had broken through. He was pulled 
down from behind however and the final pass 
did not go to hand. It duly came before the half 
hour however. Again it came from a scrummage 
in midfield. Barter broke and put Quick clear. He 
completed his hat trick and his side led 20-0. 

A break by Sheppard was completed by lock 
Gibson a few minutes later.

King: We weren't good enough 


WEYMOUTH manager Brendon 
King was blunt but honest in his 
after match press conference, 
declaring his side were not good 
enough after they were beaten 
by an 84th minute controversial 
goal by second bottom Hemel 
Hempstead Town at the Bob 
Lucas Stadium. 

"We weren't good enough. We 
didn't pass the ball enough and 
our ball retention and decision 
making wasn't good enough. 

"The effort and desire was 
there but we didn't do enough to 
win the game. We were on top of 
it in the first-half but didn't take 
our chances, and if you don't do 
that, you have to be switched on 
enough to keep a clean sheet, 
and we didn't do that again, and 
that's disappointing. 

"It's frustrating. When you get a 
team that doesn't play a lot of 
football and gets the ball for¬ 


ward quickly, we don't seem to 
just get the ball down and play; 
we get embroiled in a dogfight. 
When we do we look good, but 
we only did it two or three times 
today, and that's not enough. 

"We have to trust each other 
and have a bit more movement 
off the ball, and our decision 
making in the last third has got 
to be better. That's cost us again 
and I'm getting fed up with say¬ 
ing it." 

Asked whether the ball crossed 
the line for the goal the Terras 
boss said: "I don't know, one or 
two lads said it didn't but the 
linesman gave it and he should 
have had the best view." 

Onlya superb lunging block by 
full-back Danny May on ten min¬ 
utes prevented Jamie Beasley 
putting his side one up as early 
as the 10th minute which could 
have put a completely different

slant on the result, something 
King felt had been crucial. 

"We haven't had the luck re¬ 
cently to be fair. On another day 
that goes in, and your one up, 
and you're on the top of the 
game. It didn't and again the ball 
didn't fall kindly for us, but 
you've also got to make your 
own luck. 

"We had a lot of pace out there 
the first half with Lewis Clarke 
and Jamie Beasley, and the idea 
was to get the ball out wide to 
them and get balls in the box be¬ 
cause defensively I didn't think 
they were the best. 

"Unfortunately Lewis took a 
knockon his knee that he had in¬ 
jured in training with Yeovil in 


the week and it swelled up so we 
had to bring him off at half-time." 

Reminded that a win could 
have almost sealed the Terras 
position in the Premier league 
for another season, King said: "It's 
frustrating because we've had a 
good week's training; it's just a 
bad day all round at the office. 

"We've now got to regroup and 
get ready for Tuesday night, 
which becomes a massive game 
for us. We've got to become a lit¬ 
tle bit more street wise and have 
a bit more about ourselves." 

♦ AROUND 180 supporters 
packed the bar in the Bob Lucas 
Stadium on Friday night to hear 
new owner Nigel Biddlecombe 
outline the latest situation at the 
club and ask for ideas from the 
fans as the best way forward. 

Among the topics discussed was 
the fact that despite former owner 


George Rolls declaring he had left 
the club debt free, the new board 
have already found debts totalling 
£40,000 which include Her 
Majesty's Revenues & Customs and 
West Dorset District Council. 

A range of other topics from full¬ 
time football to stronger links with 
other football communities in the 
area including Weymouth Ladies 
and youth teams were also dis¬ 
cussed. 

The chairman said: "It was a 
very, very good evening and very 
well attended with around 180 
people present. 

"We took some ideas to the 
forum, and the audience brought 
some back, and if you are going to 
make it a community club that's 
the way it should be. 

"We (the board) can't prescribe 
what we are going to do, only do 
what we think is best for the club, 
taking in everybody's ideas."
